PRICE OF WHEAT 


Experts Ask Action to 
Prevent Boost of 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 


— ., July .- [Spe- 
elal.I—An g situation in regard 


voted by congress was laid before Pres- 
ident Wilson today by his chief ad- 
visers on food questions, and as a re- 
sult a speedy veto of the bill fixing the 
minimum at $2.40 a bushel is awaited. 

The president was informed that, if 
the provision should become law, its 
terms would make the price of wheat 
in Chicago $2.69 a bushel and would in- 
crease the price of flour to the con- 
sumer $2 a barrel. 

Both the department of agriculture 
and the food administration submitted 
information and arguments supporting 
the contention that no further advance 
in the price of wheat is justified at this 


boost is wholly in the interest of farm- 
ers attempting to produce wheat in 
nonproductive areas. 

Wheat Beit Is Satisfied. 


The farmers, with few 
throughout the wheat belt are making 
a good profit on the grain and are satis- 
fied with the present government price, 
which is $2.26 at Chicago, according to 
the statements made to the president. 

The farmers who are unable to make 
a profit at present prioes are those situ- 
ated west of a line running from west- 
ern Kansas into the Dakotas. In this 
territory there is so little moisture that 
only one crop in three is harvested and 
the wheat crop this year represents the 
fourth successive failure. A price of 
$5 a bushel would scurcely give these 
farmers a profit, thely yield this year 
being less than eight or ten bushels to 
the acre, while the price of flour would 
go sky high. 

Thp. yeacent. eininn. e te 066 
bushel. Freight charges bring this up 
to $2.26 at Chicago and $2.39% in New 
Tork. The alm of congress to make 
the price $2.40 at the interior markets 
would work out in practice, it is stated, 
tantamount to adding 43 cents to the 
prices generally. 

Pleas Made for Veto. 

The president was informed that if 
he should approve the increase the only 
method by which the price of wheat 
and flour could be held down to the 
consumers would be to make the gov- 
ernment the purchaser and distributor 
of all the wheat in the country. Under 
this plan the government would pay 
the freight and the price of wheat 
could be reduced 10 or 12 cents a bushel 
from what it would be otherwise. 

But to carry out this plan, Mr. n- 
son was advised, it would be necessary 
for congress to appropriate at once at 
least 3500.000, 000 for the wheat opera- 
tions of the government. The whole 
structure of wheat and flour ant 
tion would’ have to be changed rad- 
ically. 

In addition it was contended that so 
radical an increase in wheat prices 
in this country would upset prices in 
Canada and compel the United States 
to find an additional $200,000,000 with 
which to finance the allied purchases 
of wheat. 

Will Not Increase Crop. 

The president was urged to veto the 
provision as impracticable a: unwar- 
ranted, particularly in view of the net 
that the present minimum price has 
stimulated an increase of 2..2 per cent 
in wheat acreage this year and WI 
not operate to add another grain of 
wheat to the bumper crop in sight. 

The proponents in congress of the 
boost met all of these statements 
with the contention that unless the 
farmer is allowed more for his wheat 
all his profit will ‘be eaten up by the 
increased cost of wrens article he uses 
and consumes.
